ENDS TWO WEEKS 
OF CONTROVERSY 


U. S. Obtains Two of Three 
Objectives at Conference 
—New Lines of Commu- 
nication May Prove More 
Important. 


By the Associated Press. 

LIMA, Dec. 24,—Brazil’s signa- 
ture today gave the unanimous 
backing of the 21 American repub- 
lies to a Pan-American conference 
declaration on continental solidar- 


ity and defense. 

Afranio Mello Franco, héad of the 
Brazilian delegation, signed the 
declaration. at 12:25 p. m., bring- 
ing to an end two weeks of con- 
troversy over the action the con- 
ference should take. 

The agreement, previously signed 
by, the other republics, was an- 
nounced Thursday night as pro- 
claiming the decision of the na- 
tions of the Western Hemisphere 
to maintain and to defend their 
continental solidarity against all 
foreign intervention or activities. 

Only One Step Left. 

The committee on the organiza- 
tion of peace met immediately and 
gave its. approval to the declara- 


. ar 
‘Only one step remained, and that 


proval of the conference at its plen- 
ary session this afternoon. 

Of the five major projects con- 
sidered here the United States dele- 
gation was greatly interested in 


peace 
solidarity. The Washington group 
gained its first objective, saw the 
second at least temporarily laid 
aside and was instrumental in sol- 
difying support for the third. 


Among proposals deftly shifted to 
the future to avoid dissension, the 
principal ones were the Argentine 
and Mexican plans for an agree- 
ment under which the nations 
would have renounced diplomatic 
protection for their citizens en- 
gaged in corporative business in 
other countries. 

The conference put itself on rec- 
ord as refusing to recognize terri- 
tory gained by force or other pres- 
sure. The United States delegates 
interpreted the measure to apply 
only to this hemisphere, thus leav- 
ing Washington free regarding rec- 
egnition of the Italian conquest of 
Ethiopia and Japan's military ac- 
tions in Manchoukuo and China. 

The conference also passed a 
strong denunciation of racial and 
religious persecution. 

When all the whereases and 
wherefores are analyzed by history 
it is quite possible that the answer 
to that question of the history stu- 
dent of 20 years from now will lie 
in decisions which failed to take 
headline position during the con- 
ference, 

Highways and Transport. 

These might be a series of agree- 
ments to better communications 
and cultural relations among Pan- 
American nations, and steps to 
speed up construction of a Pan- 
American highway over which au- 
tomobile and trailer tourists some 
day may travel. Some delegates 
foresaw a highway which would 
more than match the ocean high- 
ways between the Americas and 
Europe and the Orient.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.— Harry 
L. Hopkins was sworn in as Secre- 
tary of Commerce at a brief White 
House ceremony today and imme- 
diately asserted he wanted the 
Business Advisory Committee cre- 
ated by his predecessor, Daniel C. 
Roper, to continue functioning. 

Hopkins, former WPA chief, told 
reporters most of the advisory 
group’s members were his personal 
friends and that he. expected to 
confer soon with their chairman, W. 
Averell Harriman, railroad execu- 
tive. There had been reports that 
some members of the council were 


contemplating resigning. 
“at an appropriate time in the 
not distant future I will have 
e and definite things to say 
of this job,” Hopkins said. He add- 
ed he would start work Monday, 
though probably not at his Com- 

merce Department desk. 


Administering of Oath. 


The former social worker and 
close confidant of the President of- 
ficially assumed his new post after 
the oath of office was administered 
by Associate Justice Stanley F. 
Reed of the Supreme Court. The 
ceremony, attended by President 
Roosevelt and more than 20 admin- 
istration officials, took place in the 
President’s study on the second 
floor of the White House. ‘ 

Col. F. C. Harrington, who suc- 
ceeds Hopkins as WPA chief, was 
present, but Roper and other Cabi- 
net members were absent. 

After Hopkins was sworn, the 
President signed orders formally 
designating Harrington as acting 
WPA Administrator and Aubrey 
Williams as director of the Nation- 
al Youth Administration. Williams 
had been. deputy WPA Administra- 
tor. 

Roosevelt congratulated Hopkins 
and referred to Williams as a loyal 
and efficient Government worker. 
He used the same words in re- 
ferring to Col. Harrington. 

Harrington’s Views. 

Col. Harrington told reporters 
last night that while he would make 
some changes in the relief system, 
he contemplated no radical revi- 
sion. 

“I have a big pair of shoes to fill 
in taking Mr. Hopkiris’ job,” he said, 
“and I shall certainly need his 
help.” — 

Harrington said he saw two re- 
sponsibilities in his job: 

To sed that WPA money goes 
to people who are without jobs and 
in accordance with the wishes of 
Congress and the President; and to 
see that the public gets the greatest 
possible value out of the. expendi- 
tures in the form of the work done 
by WPA employes.

City Still Has Hope Though Food Grows Less 
_ —Milk Supply Ceases—Citizens Try to 
Trade Clothes for Fruit.

MADRID, Dec. 2%. — Once one of 
the world's gayest capitals, Madrid 
is having a cold Christmas of virtual 
starvation with an insurgent army 
still at ite gates. 
It is the third. such Christmas 
Madrid has spent within range of 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco's 
guns since the insurgent advance 
in November, 1936, forced the Gov-

But despite a grave food shortage 
and the almost complete absence of 
tobacco and wine, the people still 
smile and have hope. 

Thrice weekly food is rationed 
out, but it grows less. There .is 
no milk. The populace waits hope- 
fully for outside shipments of wood 
because the temperature has 
dropped almost to freezing. 
There are danger, sorrow and 
misery in Madrid for Christmas. 

However, the soldiers defending 
the one-time capital are doing what 
they can for the 10,000 children in 
Madrid. To make Christmas eve 
less dismal the troops have donated 
a share of their own rations for 
a banquet to be followed i, games 
and the distribution of toys. 
For the last three weeks no olive 
oil has been included in Madrid's 
rations, so peas and lentils cannot 
be cooked. ! 


For a year milk has been dis- 
tributed only to children and in- 
valids, but recently even that 
stopped although the authorities 
hope to resume distribution soon. 
Tobacco is unobtainable except 
for ay occasional package of Ameri- 
can-made cigarettes sold at fabul- 
ous prices by tobacco bootleggers. 
Trades people willingly accept to- 
bacco or food in payment for their 
commodities. 

Some smokers have been making 
shift with potato peelings, but now 
potatoes have become a rare de- 
licacy and there's nothing left that’s 
smokable.

LABORER, 74, WHO KILLED MAN

TWO JEWISH LEADERS 
END LIVES IN HUNGARY 


Commit Suicide Because of 
Pending Laws Against Race; : 
One Noted Doctor. 


By the Associated Press. 4 

BUDAPEST, Dec. 24.—The 7 
cide of several Jewish intellectual 
leaders were reported today as Hun- 
garian legislators debated a law to 
limit Jewish participation in eco- 
homic and social life. 

Police reported the suicide of 
Prof. Leo von Lieberman, an eye 
specialist well known for his con- 
tributions to the technique of cat- 
aract operations, and the distin- 
guished Jewish attorney, Geza Dom- 
bovary. 

The lawyer shot himself at a rail- 
way station. In his pocket was a 
note which said “I owe nothing to 
anyone, I go because of sorrow 
over the Jewish law.” 

Police said Lieberman, a Chris- 
tian of Jewish origin, shot himself 
in his home presumably after read- 
ing details of anti-Semitic proposals 
submitted to parliament yesterday 
by Premier Bela Imredi’s Govern- 
ment, 

The secretary of the Jewish reli- 
gious community published a reso- 
lution asserting that th. proposed 
measures strike not only at Jews 
but at the foundations of the state. 

Newspapers were divided on the 
proposals, Government organs sup- 
ported them. Others assailed them 
with a vigor seldom manifested by 
Budapest’s carefully - controlled 
press. 


SPANISH REBELS SAY SPIES: 
OFTEN USED CONSULAR POUCH 


Trying to Determine If Any British

Mrs, Mary Collier Hitchcock, who 
died Jan. 1, 1928, at the age of 95, 
at her home, 54 Vandeventer place, 
left an estate appraised for inheri- 
tance tax purposes at $1,270,972. It 
included $1,091,741 in stocks, $187,- 
000 in real estate and $82,595 ~in 
notes. 

Her will made specific bequests 
of $35,000; provided for expenditure 
from income, up to. $20,000 annual- 
ly, for the care of an invalid son, 
Harry Hitchcock, and made a small 
annuity for a companion. The re- 
mainder, comprising the bulk of 
the estate, was left in trust with 
Judge Hitchéock as sole trustee.

At her first stop, Mrs, Roosevelt 
told 1500 children gathered in a 
theater that she hoped they would 
“memorize the story of the Christ 
child as well as the story of Santa 
Claus.” She wore a dark red coat 
with a silver fox scarf, black felt 
hat tipped over one eye and black 
shoes. 

Mrs. Roosevelt told the children 
that as she left the White House 
the President had asked her to say 
Merry Christmas to them. They 
said a loud “Merry Christmas” back 
to the President. 

Boys and girls, from 1 to 10 years 
old, filed across the stage to re- 
ceive the gay sacks, and Mrs. 
Roosevelt rushed on to her next 
appointment 10 miles away. 

“IT hope you all get just what 
you want from Santa Claus,” Mrs. 
Roosevelt told 500 children at a 
Kiwanis Club party in Arlington, 
Va, 

Hurrying in and out of theaters, 
she waved and said “Merry Christ- 
mas” to ushers and groups of 
strangers who recognized her. 

Then she sped back to the White 
House for the swearing in of Harry 
L. Hopkins as Secretary of Com- 


merce, 
Christmas Morning. 

The White House program Christ- 
mas morning will be much like trat 
in thousands of American homes. 
Everyone gets up early to open the 
gift-filled stockings. 

The children at the White House 
this year are 6-year-old Sara and 
22-year-old Kate, daughters cf the

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POPE VOICES HIS SADNESS. 25 
AT ‘VEXATIONS’ FROM ITALY 


Tells Cardinals Mistreatment' of Catholic 
Action Gives Him Anxiety for Concordat 
— Charges Officials Encourage It.

VATICAN CITY; Dec. 2% — 
Eighty-one-year-old’ Pope Pius XI 
accused Italian authorities today of 
encouraging “mistreatment” of 
Catholic: Action Which, along with 
racial. marriage discriminations, 
caused him anxiety for the 10-year- 
old concordat of conciliation bo- 
tween the church and state. 


He spoke in his Christmas ad-| ? 


dress to his Cardinals, expresuing 
his “bitter sadness” at “vexations” 
in relations between the Vatican 
and the Italian Government. 

He said he forgave the “rude” 
diarespect of his “white hair“ in 
the disregard of the concordat and 
the flying of the Nazi flag when 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler visited 
Rome last May. The Nazi swostika 
he described as “a cross inimical 
to the cross of Christ.” 


Defends Archbishop. 


He said the “vexations” he re- 
ferred to had even been directed 
against Udefonso Cardinal Schus- 
ter, Archbishop of Milan, as “guilty 
of speech and teaching which 
comes within his pastoral duties 
and of which he can only approve.” 
The Cardinal denounced Fascist 
and Nazi racial doctrines as “an 
international danger not less than 
Bolshevism” in a sermon in his ca- 
thedral Noy. 13. 

The Pope greeted his cardinals 
in the magnificent consistory cham- 
ber as they paid him their tradi- 
tional Christmas Eve call. 

The cardinals, somewhat less than 
half of the full college of 64, were 
led by Gennaro Cardinal © Pigna- 
telli di Belmonte. Speaking in Lat- 
in, the cardinal expressed the wish 
that many more years of life be 
granted the Pope whose health two 
years ago and again this winter 
caused grave anxiety. 


Text of Address. 


The text of the Pope’s address 
follows: 8 4 

“With great and profound emo- 
tion of the heart we have heard 
and enjoyed the beautiful and good 
things which the ve eminent 
Dean of the Sacred ge has 
just said, not only in his name but

LEO CARDINAL VON SKRBENSKI,

Archbishop of Olmuetz Once an 
Officer of Dragoons, Adviser

TROPPAU, Germany, Dec. 24,— 
Leo Cardinal von Skrbenski-Hriste, 
Archbishop of Olmuetz, oldest

Cardinal von Skrbenski, scion of 
an old baronial family,-was conse- 
cratel a Bishop in 1899 and was 
made a Cardinal in 1901 when he 
was only 38, the youngest at the 
time. 

He had been an invalid since suf- 
fering injuries in an automobile ac- 
cident in 1920 that left him a crip- 
ple and forced his retirement.

— The 
Government honored with a bronze 
plaque yesterday the “Father of the 
Federal Reserve System,” Senator 
Carter Glass of Virginia. The 
plaque was unveiled in the Federal 
Reserve Board Building here to 


commemorate the twenty-fifth an 
niversary of the system. : 

With the senior Virginia Senator 
looking on, obviously deeply moved 
by the expressions of tribute paid 
him, a curtain before the plaque 
was drawn by Representative Stea- 
gall (Dem.), Alabama, chairman of 
the House Banking and Currency 
Committee. A letter from President 
Roosevelt, read at the ceremony, 
said Glass was one of the original 
sponsors of the Federal Reserve 
Act and “has always been its de- 
fender.” 2 2 

The plaque occupies a niche in 
the entrance hall of the huge 
marble structure, directly opposite 
a similar plaque of President Wood- 
row iison, who as President 
signed the Federal Reserve Act.
